Pittsburgh, divulged details of the 
Mormon faith to several hundred 
women in the Gettysburg Presby­ 
terian church 
Monday 
evening. 
Mrs. Shepard, who is known as the 
"silver-tongued orator of the Rock­ 
ies,’' spoke on 
"Mormon 
Temple 
Secrets". 
"Many 
people 
think," 
Mrs. 
Shephard 
declared, 
"that 
Mor­ 
monism is confined to Utah; that 
polygamy is not practiced by ad- 
nerents to this faith. 
But there 
are 
Mormons 
and 
Mormon 
churches in 
cities 
such as York, 
Harrisburg, Scranton, Hagerstown 
and Cumberland. 
There are now 
nine secret 
Mormon 
temples, all 
west of the Mississippi, hut Mor­ 
mons plan to have one in 
every 
state within ten years. 
"Pennsylvania 
itself is divided 
ito two Mormon conferences, the 
eastern arni 
western. 
Just 
re­ 
cently a convention was held by 
by the eastern conference in Phila­ 
delphia. 
Many Missionaries 
"Each year the Mormon church 
sends out 5,000 missionaries, more 
than any other church in existence. 
In 
Pennsylvania 
alone 
3,000,000 
tracts and pamphlets are di.-tribut- 
cd each year. 
"Mormon 
missionaries try to 
convell high school girls and fac­ 
tory girl.*. Non-Mormon primaries 
are established, 
to 
which 
school 
children are 
invited. 
Entertain­ 
ment is furnished and 
refresh­ 
ments served to the children. The 
parents become interested through 
the youngsters. 
But soon the non- 
Mormon primary 
becomes 
Mor­ 
mon, and teachings of the church 
instilled into the 
children 
who 
have been attending. 
"Mormon elders or missionaries 
try to become Boy Scout leaders 
and scoutmasters. In Philadelphia, 
three Mormon* hold -uch positions. 
"Mormonism 
is 
preached 
in 
European countries by the mission­ 
aries. One thousand converts have 
been made in Germany. In Berlin, 
Mormon Sunday 
schools 
are es­ 
tablished, 
w th 
memberships 
of 
of 1000 to 
1200. 
The converts, 
always 
young girls 
or 
wealthy 
women, are taken to Utah to be­ 
come the brides of Mormon men. 
"The Mormons believe in salva­ 
tion after death, or 
baptism for 
the dead. 
Twelve million such 
baptisms have taken place in the 
Mormon church. 
If a person is 
not able to be 
baptized 
himself 
for all his ancestors, he may hire 
a proxy at 25 cents per baptism. 
"The Mormons also believe that 
no woman can lie saved unless she 
is married, 
and that 
Christ died 
for men, and not women, and that 
all women will lie in their graves 
on the morning of Judgment Day 
until they are called by their hus­ 
bands, who 
have 
been 
already 
wakened by St. Peter.

Caused of the present depression 
in the anthracite mining industry; 
w hat is being dom- to overcome the 
slackness and interesting data con­ 
t d ning the industry itself were 
contained in an address by E. H. 
Sunder, of Frackville, a t the week­ 
ly luncheon meeting of the Rotary 
du b at the Y. IV. C. A., Monday 
evening. 
Mr. Sunder, who is vice 
president and general manager of 
the Madeira, Hill and Co., is also 
president of the Frackville Rotary 
club. 
Among the causes of the de­ 
pression in the 
anthracite 
field, 
the speaker cited the state tonnage 
tax of 1921, the repealer off which 
is now before Gov. John S. Fisher 
for his signature; federal zoning 
during the World War, caused by 
the inability of the railroads to 
move coal, strikes and numerous 
state investigations of the industry. 
Tonnage lax 
The state tonnage tax, passed by 
the 
legislature 
to 
bolster 
the 
state’s finances, Mr. Sunder said. 
has resulted in nearly $40,060,000 
being paid to Pennsylvania since 
1921. 
The operators have stren­ 
uously opposed the tax. and at the 
lecent session of the legislature 
they succeed^ in having a re|K*al 
measure passed. W hether the gov- 
i rnor will sign the bill Mr. Sunder 
would not predict. 
The strikes among the anthracite 
miners in 1925 and 1926 cost the 
industry one billion dollars, tho 
speaker added, and resulted in sub- 
-n tu te fuels successfully compet­ 
ing with anthracite and the loss of 
markets formerly held by the hard 
coal producers. 
To off-set the ac­ 
tivities of the soft) coal producers, 
the anthracite industry ha s spent 
millions for new machinery, adver­ 
tising and service, Mr. Sunder con­ 
tinued. 
The efforts of the a n t h o ­ 
lite 
operators 
toward 
winning 
back their markets ara now begin­ 
ning to show result-, but the road
